2. Claims 1 7-38, 41 -43, 58-63, 58-63 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -4, 7-12,1 4-1 6, 55-57 and 64-89 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The most remarkable prior art of record are Sweeney (U.S. Patent Publication 
No. 2005/0004837) and Herwig (U.S. Patent Publication No. 2002/0082925) 

Sweeney does not teach, nor suggest to teach providing customized media to a

customer, "at a physical point of sale (PPOS) at a time of a sales transaction for a 
good/service." 

Nowhere does Sweeney et al. disclose communicating anything to, or receiving 
anything from, a customer at a physical point of sale. For this reason, Sweeney et al. 
could not teach "receiving a customer identifier from a customer at a point of sale 
computer located proximate to the PPOS." Further, no specific transaction between a 
retailer and a customer at a physical point of sale is disclosed in Sweeney et al. 
Accordingly, Sweeney et al. does not teach "communicating the generated item of 
current time-sensitive information to the customer at the PPOS proximate to the time of 
the sales transaction." 

None of the prior art of record remedies the deficiencies found in Sweeney and 
Herwig. Furthermore, neither the prior art, the nature of the problem, nor knowledge of 
a person having ordinary skill in the art, provide any reasonable rationale to combine 
prior art teachings. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
